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Local Historic District Status: 


APB and Staff Raise Questions 


The Greenbelt City Council 
recently reviewed two reports re- 
lating to the establishment of a 
local historic district that raised a 
number of issues about the city 
doing so. Faced with options 
ranging from proceeding immedi- 
ately to become a district to de- 
clining to become one, the coun- 
cil decided on February 11 to de- 
fer action and requested staff to 
do further study (see February 21 
issue). 

The proposal to become a lo- 
cal historic district originated 
with Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) after an ad hoc Historic 
District Committee did a lengthy 
study and recommended that a 
local historic district be approved. 
Such a district would add further 
controls on how property within 
the district could be used or al- 
tered. It also could provide tax 
benefits to GHI if the cooperative 
performs maintenance and im- 
provement work that conforms to 
the guidelines. 

A mail referendum following 
two membership meetings in 
April 1999 resulted in 492 of the 
nearly 1600 members in the co- 
Operative voting for becoming a 
district. Although less than half 
the members voted on the refer- 
endum, those that did voted for

the district by a two-to-one mar- 
gin. 

Original Greenbelt including 
GHI, built by the federal govern- 
ment as a model-planned commu- 
nity, already on the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places as a Na- 
tional Historic Landmark. While 
this designation is prestigious, 
and impacts upon the administer- 
ing of federal grants, it results in 
little regulatory control over what 
building activity goes on within 
the historic district. Local desig- 
nation as an historic district is 
done by Prince George’s County, 
which has authority to regulate 
building and zoning in Greenbelt. 
Building permits for structures in 
a local historic district are subject 
to another layer of review in the 
approval process by an historic 
preservation staff and a county 
historic preservation commission. 
This review is to determine if the 
proposed work is consistent with 
county guidelines for preserving 
and maintaining the historic 
buildings in a manner consistent 
with their original appearance. 

The ad hoc GHI committee, 
working with county staff, devel- 
oped guidelines for GHI. The 
GHI Board of Directors referred 
the results of its membership vote 
and the draft guidelines to the 


city council. (The board has 
never taken a position on becom- 
ing an historic district.) 
More than GHI 

Because of many other plan- 
ning and development issues 
needing to be addressed by city 
staff in a more immediate fash- 
ion, it is only recently that staff 
and the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) submitted com- 
ments to the council on becom- 
ing a local historic district. 
These reports detailed problems 
that would result from adopting 
the draft guidelines. The biggest 
problem found was that the 
guidelines were tailored toward 
building modifications of the GHI 
homes, but the area proposed for 
the district, the same area as 1S 
included in the National Register 
Historic District with the excep- 
tion of new homes on Research 
Road, includes and would affect 
property not a part of GHI which 
never participated in the decision- 
making process. The proposed 
district includes the commercial 
buildings in Roosevelt Center, 
apartment buildings on Crescent 
and Parkway, homes_ on 
Forestway and many city build- 
ings, parks and open space.

Center Area a Public Forum" 
City Attorney Advises Council 


City Attorney Robert Manzi 
told city council at its regular 
meeting, February 25, that he 
was opposed to further consider- 
ation of the use of injunctions or 
restraining orders to deal with 
consistently unruly people in 
Roosevelt Center. “You cannot 
enjoin the breaking of a law be- 
fore it is broken,’ he noted. He 
pointed out that it is unlikely 
such a remedy would be granted. 
Also, Roosevelt Center is public 
property. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked about the difference 
between dealing with unruly be- 
havior in the Center and dealing 
with it at the Springhill Lake 
Youth Center. “The [Roosevelt 
Center] property is serving as ac- 
cess to businesses,’ Manzi replied. 
He said if the Center were in- 
doors, it would be a different situ- 
ation, but as matters stand, the 
Center area is “a public forum.” 

Mayor Judith Davis noted that 
the great majority of complaints 
include the matter of “foul lan- 
guage.” She cautioned City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
that complaints may increase 
with ever warmer spring weather. 
She would like the Youth Forum 
reactivated, she said. Council-

member Alan Turnbull reminded 
that foul language “is not the 
only irritant - there is littering, 
destruction of property and spit-

Legislation 

With respect to revising proce- 
dures for appeals and grievances 
by city employees, another item 
on the meeting agenda, Manzi 
said, “Basically, we’re cleaning 
up the language in the city ordi- 
nance to make it clear where 
there would be the right to ap- 
peal.” An ordinance to repeal 
and reenact Article VI of Chapter 
13 of the City Code was deferred 
to a future meeting. However, 
two related resolutions calling for 
charter amendments were passed 
on second reading, with 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
voting “No.” He pointed out that 
an employee grievance or suspen- 
sion or demotion can be finan- 
cially harmful to the city and said 
he feels the council should have 
“the right of redress” in such 
cases. 

Legion USO Benefit 

Past Commander Carl 
Dettinger of the Greenbelt Ameri- 
can Legion Post #136 described 
the USO benefit the Legion is 
planning for Friday, June 14, in 


the Marriott Grand Ballroom and 
introduced members of the ben- 
efit committee. He said that 
while the Legion needs sponsors 
and donations, it is not asking for 
city funds but, rather, for city 
partnership to allow for media 
access and use of the city logo. 
Roberts moved council approval 
of a request that the city be an 
honorary co-sponsor of the 
Legion's fundraising event and

Black Photographers Star 
In Documentary Lecture

A new window into the social 
history of the New Deal era was 
opened on February 28 when Dr. 
Nicholas Natanson, archivist in 
the Still Pictures Branch of the 
National Archives, spoke to an 
audience of about fifty on “Black 
Documentary Photographers in 
New Deal and Wartime America.” 
Illustrating his lecture, Natanson 
showed slides of a large number 
of vintage photographs in the Ar- 
chives collection, many of which 
have not been generally known 
or reproduced. 

The public lecture, which was 
held in the Greenbelt Library, 
was sponsored by the Greenbelt 
Museum as one of a continuing 
series of exhibits and other events 
organized in recent years by the 
museum staff and funded by 
grants from the Maryland Hu- 
manities Council. It was a spe- 
cial feature of Black History 
Month. 

Sadly, no African-Americans 
were present in the audience for 
an illuminating and discerning 
presentation, fully titled “Redis- 
covering and Redefining the 
Landscape of Racial Representa- 
tion.” In particular, it featured 
works by Robert McNeill and 
Roger Smith, who worked as 


New Deal and Office of War In- 
formation photographers in the 
1930s and 40s, with McNeill 
continuing as a State Department 
photographer into the 60s. 

In characterizing the work of 
these and other black photogra- 
phers, Natanson explored the 
theme of “insider/ outsider” as 
he defined their achievements. 
He began with historically stereo- 
typical views of black Americans 


at that time — for example, the 
watermelon eater, the “noble 
primitive,’ or the black victim; 


or, on the other hand, the propa- 
ganda view of what Natanson 
called the “transformed black” 
within a New Deal housing au- 
thority property. (The latter 
views were rather like the staged 
presentations of happy working 
class white Americans in their 
Greenbelt homes seen in the halls 
of the Community Center.) 

In contrast, McNeill focused 
in particular on people at work, 
viewing them respectfully in their 
true and usually arduous work 
situations - as crab pickers, min- 
ers, tobacco hogshead rollers - or 
sometimes as non-working, De- 
pression era groups, perhaps at a

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Focus on the Basic Issue 


We urge the Greenbelt City Council to focus on the basic is- 
sue “Should old Greenbelt become a local historic district?” be- 
fore turning its attention to details such as fine-tuning the draft 
historic guidelines. We fear that should Greenbelt become a lo- 
cal historic district, Greenbelt citizens will come to rue the day 
when such an action was taken. 

This is not just a GHI issue. The proposed local historic dis- 
trict will affect all of Greenbelt by limiting how city facilities 
within the district, such as Buddy Attick Park and Greenbelt 
Lake, may be used — facilities that benefit all of Greenbelt. 
Once a local district 1s established, the County Historic Pres- 
ervation Committee and the county’s planning and zoning staff 
would have to approve anything the city decides to do with these 
properties, even if approved by voters at referendum. Current 
draft guidelines for the district would limit the city council’s 
ability to build comfort stations at Attick Park, install traffic 
calming on city streets, deal with parking problems at Green 
Ridge House or place an observatory at the end of Northway. 
Do we really want to give up this much power to others who 
will not be affected by the decision? 

Historic district supporters point to the fact that over two- 
thirds of the GHI respondents to a mail-in referendum supported 
the proposed historic district. These respondents represented 
one-third of all GHI homeowners. However, we are concerned 
about some of the information given to GHI members about the 
benefits of historic district status. One of the major arguments 
in favor of seeking historic district status is that members would 
benefit from tax credits for renovation work. However, renova- 
tions within historic districts must be done to historic standards 
that can significantly raise their cost. We have not seen any 
study that addressed this issue for GHI. 

The goal of historic preservation is to preserve and restore 
property to the way it was. We do not believe that to be 
Greenbelt’s goal. We think Greenbelters want to continue to 
modernize and improve their homes and their community to 
serve their present day needs. We think Greenbelters want their 
city to continue to provide a high level of services and to pro- 
vide needed improvements to the community in the future just 
as the city in the past has added improvements to the original 
community - such as a recreation center, a fire station, city of- 
fices, a separate library building, a public works facility, an apart- 
ment house for its senior citizens, an indoor swimming pool and 
fitness center and shelters at bus stops - none of which is consis- 
tent with historic preservation. 

We urge the council to adopt its planning staff’s option to, in 
staff’s terms, “decline [the] opportunity to pursue designation as 
a local historic district”’ We agree that GHI and the city are both 
capable of imposing all design guidelines that might be imposed 
in an historic district, thereby keeping control of their destiny. 

As a model planned community, there is much about origi- 
nal Greenbelt that 1s worthy of preserving and maintaining. 
However, past experience also demonstrates that there are many 
ways in which the original planned community can be made 
better. These choices should be kept within the community and 
not delegated to outsiders. Once a property becomes a desig- 
nated local historic district, we know of no way for it to be re- 
moved from that designation. Greenbelt has little to gain and 
much to lose by becoming an historic district.

Natanson then went on to 
show McNeill as a career State 
Department photographer, a black 
man primarily photographing 
powerful whites. He was the 
man behind the camera for a 
well-known news picture of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower with Nikita 
Khruschev when the latter visited 
the United States, and for a poi- 
gnant color portrait of former 
President George Bush seated be- 
neath a picture of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. and beside an empty 
chair. The latter has been in- 
cluded in a collection of the best 
photographs of the 20th century. 

Natanson particularly credits 
Roy Stryker, director of the Farm 
Security Administration (FSA) 
program, with having carefully 
preserved an archive of photo- 
graphs of interracial work sites 
during the New Deal and World 
War II. Natanson himself is the 
author of “The Black Image in 
the New Deal: The Politics of 
FSA Photography, 1935-1942" 
(University of Tennessee Press, 
1992). 

Natanson’s talk was sponsored 
in conjunction with a Greenbelt 
Museum exhibit and currently on 
view at the Greenbelt Community 
Center, “Picturing Victims and 
Patriots: FSA Photographs from 
the Depression and World War 
II.” It is free and open to the 
public from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. For 
information call 301-507-6582.

Working Toward 
A Healthy Forest 


People may have seen them in 
the GHI forest dragging Christ- 
mas trees or pulling English ivy 
off the trees. They are part of 
the forest management team 
working to address erosion and 
problems with invasive species. 
They are members of the GHI 
Woodlands committee. 

The health of the forests is 
threatened by invasive species 
creeping — or galloping — out of 
the nearby gardens and into the 
woods. Such species include En- 
glish ivy, honeysuckle, wisteria, 
and multiflora roses. 

Erosion is also a problem. 
Much of it is due to runoff from 
hard surfaces like roofs and 
roads. 

At noon on Sunday, March 
10, a group of GHI members will 
be meeting at 3 Court Laurel Hill 
to begin removal of multiflora 
roses in the area designated as 
Parcel X. This area is the future 
site of a nature trail and a dem- 
onstration area of native plants in 
a woodland setting. 

People who have an interest in 
preserving the woods and could 
help remove the thorny multiflora 
roses should come with thick 
gloves and pruners.

Maglev Meetings Scheduled in March 


Corridor alternatives for the 
Baltimore-Washington Magnetic 
Levitation (Maglev) Project are 
undergoing a screening process to 
determine which alternatives to 
continue for further study. Three 
alternative alignments will be pre- 
sented for review at public meet- 
ings beginning in mid-March. 
Following these meetings, the 
Maryland Transit Administration 
(MTA) of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation, which is 
responsible for studying Maglev 
for this region, will determine 
which alternatives should con- 
tinue or be eliminated through 
the Environmental Impact State- 
ment (EIS) process. 

Maglev vehicles are operated 
by a non-contact electromagnetic 
Support system that lifts, guides 
and propels the vehicle forward 


at speeds in excess of 240 miles 
per hour. Maglev is being con- 
sidered as a technology to con- 
nect downtown Baltimore and 
Washington, D.C., an approxi- 
mately 40-mile long corridor, 
with service also to BWI Airport. 
The Baltimore- Washington 
Maglev Project is one of two 
projects under consideration by 
the Federal Railroad Administra- 
tion (FRA) to receive federal 
funds for construction. 

Three alignments are being 
evaluated: the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway parallel, the I-95 
parallel and the Amtrak parallel 
alignments. 

“This 1s a great opportunity to 
receive input from the public as 
we continue our technical and 
environmental studies,” said 
Diane Ratcliff, Environmental 


Manager for the MTA. “We en- 
courage you to attend one of six 
meetings that will be held 
throughout the region and give us 
your comments on the project 
and the benefits and concerns of 
each proposed alignment.” 

Area meetings include one on 
March 14 at Laurel High School, 
800 Cherry Lane, from 4:30 to 8 
p.m. and one on March 20 at 
Buck Lodge Middle School, 2611 
Buck Lodge Road, Adelphi, from 
4:30 to 8 p.m.

There are 38 buildings (called 
non-contributing resources) that 
have been determined to not be 
historic because they were built 
at a later time. The Greenbelt 
Library, the Greenbelt fire station, 
the Youth Center, and Green 
Ridge House are some of these 
non-contributing resources. 
APB Report 

The Advisory Planning Board 
advises the council in its report 
that local historic district differs 
greatly from the national land- 
mark designation. It will give 
the county added authority to 
regulate city property and require 
that all city projects conform to 
the historic district guidelines as 
administered by the Historic Pres- 
ervation Commission (HPC). 
The APB found the proposed 
guidelines prepared for GHI to be 
“so complex and_ heavily 
weighted to GHI property that 
the broader issues of concern that 
affect all property owners are not 
clearly defined.” 

The board also found that a 
number of city projects recently 
completed or planned would not 
conform to these guidelines, cit- 
ing perpendicular parking on 
Ridge Road, bicycle lanes on 
Crescent Road, Buddy Attick 
Park restroom facility and city 
signs. “In those instances where 
a project does not conform to de- 
sign guidelines, the project would 
be referred to the HPC... it 
would be up to the HPC to de- 
cide whether [a permit] should be 
approved,” the report states. 

While the APB majority 
agrees that city projects should be 
subject to review under historic 
preservation guidelines and the 
city should adopt an historic 
preservation plan, it is divided on 
whether or not this review should 
be placed with the county. As a 
result, those members who valued 
the importance of the city main- 
taining its control over city

projects also supported revising 
the boundaries of the district to 
include only GHI property while 
those who valued regional control 
strongly felt that city property 
must be included within the dis- 
trict. As such, the APB recom- 
mended to the council only that it 
adopt a city historic district pres- 
ervation plan that would establish 
a formal mechanism for review- 
ing city projects with regard to 
preservation issues. All other 
board motions failed for lack of a 
majority vote. 
Staff Report 

The APB had received a staff 
report prepared by the Depart- 
ment of Planning and Community 
Development prior to its delibera- 
tions. This report was subse- 
quently twice revised before its 
consideration by the council. 
The report notes that in Annapo- 
lis, Laurel and Rockville where 
there are historic districts, the cit- 
ies administer the local historic 
districts because they have full 
planning and zoning authority. 
Greenbelt has been seeking such 
authority from the state legisla- 
ture, but without success to date. 

In its introduction, the staff re- 
port states that “It has been, and 
continues to be staffs’ opinion 
that the majority of the historic 
district preservation objectives 
served through local historic dis- 
trict designation can be accom- 
plished without designation of a 
county enabled, administered and 
controlled district in Greenbelt.” 
In fact, it claims, many are al- 
ready in place. Among these are 
facade easements for original 
buildings at Roosevelt Center, 
state and county historic review 
for work at the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center, GHI control of its 
members through its handbook, 
the zoning of historic property in 
the R-P-C (Rural Planned Com- 
munity) zone which includes a 
plan, and city code enforcement. 
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Also mentioned was city control 
of its buildings, lands and public 
right-of-ways, although the report 
notes that “some in the commu- 
nity have expressed the view that 
the local historic district designa- 
tion is necessary to protect the 
historic community from insensi- 
tive actions of the City Council 
and city staff,” an argument 
which staff believes to be “spe- 
cious.” 

The staff report goes into de- 
tail with problems found with the 
draft guidelines prepared by GHI. 
Many deal with problems of how 
the guidelines might relate to 
non-GHI property. Some of the 
buildings at Roosevelt Center, 
apartment buildings on Crescent 
and Parkway near the center, and 
private homes on Forestway as 
well as city facilities are particu- 
larly impacted by the guidelines. 
Property owners on Forestway 
and apartment owners have ex- 
pressed their concern about being 
included in the district. Of the 
Forestway homes, which were 
built at the same time as other 
original homes by a steel com- 
pany as an experiment in prefab- 
ricated steel housing, only one 
has not been altered so as to be 
unrecognizable as originally built. 
The draft guidelines propose that 
those altered be classified as non- 
contributing resources, but that 
the one that has not been 
changed be left as historic. The 
report notes that this is inconsis- 
tent with what has been done in 
GHI where many homes have 
been substantially altered in ap- 
pearance but remain classified as 
contributing resources. Staff rec- 
ommends that there should be 
equitable treatment for all in the 
district, which would mean that 
all Forestway homes would be 
classified as contributing re- 
sources subject to the stricter 
control of historic preservation. 

City Projects 

The staff report notes the city 

projects that APB determined

would not have been approved 
under the guidelines. In addition, 
it listed the following future 
projects as ones that could be im- 
pacted by historic district desig- 
nation: Public Works expansion, 
observatory at Northway Fields, 
the composting area at the end of 
Northway, parking improvements 
on Northway, the skateboarding 
park, gateway signs, Jaycee club- 
house, recreation facility improve- 
ments and traffic calming efforts. 
Also, council’s December ap- 
proval of relocating benches at 
Roosevelt Center and adding light 
poles would be subject to historic 
review by the county, as would 
adding surveillance cameras. 
Staff proposed four options for 
the council to consider. The first, 
to pursue full designation as a lo- 
cal historic district, was the only 
option opposed by staff. The sec- 
ond option was to decline the op- 
portunity to pursue designation as 
a local historic district on the ba- 
sis that the request came from 
GHI and that GHI can pursue 
such designation by itself without 
including other private or city 
properties. The third option was 
for the city to pursue a designa- 
tion for the GHI property only. 
City staff notes that the HPC staff 
believes that this option “would 
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reflect the hole in the doughnut.” 

Council approved staff’s 
fourth option - to defer action for 
an historic district designation. 
Meanwhile, staff is to work with 
the HPC staff to revise the guide- 
lines for clarity and reformatting, 
identify to what level city 
projects would be subject to HPC 
review, ensure that there are no 
conflicts with other regulations, 
and consider other alternatives 
such as a new tax credit program 
for which GHI may already 
qualify as property within a na- 
tional historic district.
